Industrial Development 
Discussed At Meeting 


Industrial development was the 
prime concern 
Monday night of 
Chamber of Commerce. City Council 
and School Board officials. 
Harry Thompson, executive vice 
president of the Chamber, told the 
group that there has been more ac­ 
tivity in industrial recruitment than 
may be apparent. 
He 
reminded 
that 
124 
new 
businesses have located in Plano 
during the past 
12 months and 
predicted that 
a similar number 
would move to the city in 1977. 
Plano 
and 
other 
cities 
in 
a 
metropolitan area have somewhat 
unique problems in recruiting in­ 
dustry, 
Thompson pointed out. 
Industrial foundations are formed in 
other areas with the property then 
sold for the original price plus 
development and carrying costs. 
In such a situation, land can be sold 
for about $2,000 an acre. In Plano, 


however, with the land held privately; 
it often sells for 90 cents to $1.45 per 
square foot. 
The city does have some natural 
allies, he noted. Utilities and com­ 
mercial land brokers will be in­ 
strumental in the acquisition of about 
85 percent of Plano’s future growth, 
he suggested. 


Admitting that commercial brokers 
look for the property with the least 
problems, Thompson said Plano 
really has only one major drawback— 
transportation. He said most brokers 
look on Central Expressway as a 
detriment 
because of rush hour 


traffic, but he stressed that the 
Chamber will be trying to change that 
philosophy. 
The Chamber offers three main 
programs for potential industries, he 
continued. An up-to-date facts book is 
maintained and the brokers are in­ 
vited to tour Plano in late April. A 
slide presentation on the benefits of 
living in Plano is also available. 
Thompson also highlighted some of 
the activities of Plano’s “allies” in the 
search for new industry. Southern 
Pacific Railroad is in the process of 
developing a $2.4 million industrial 
park in east Plano. 
Ten prospects have been shown 
Plano property by the railroad during 
the past year and one major client 
located here. The company also visits 
eastern corporate headquarters 
periodically to promote its parks. 
Youth Having 


Hunt

P alisades 
Business Park is about 
a 
third 
developed and the remaining 170 
acres is now being planned. Eleven 
new businesses—eight of the com­ 
mercial-type have been brought to 
Plano by Hunt in the past year. 
The firm is also seeking a market 
for its Palisades Research and 
Development Park on the west side. 
About 600 acres are available. 
The utilities—Texas Power & Light 
and l^one Star Gas—have also shown 
Plano property frequently during the 
past year. TP&L has showcased Plano 
from IO to 15 times while LSG showed 
local property five tim es. Both 
utilities cooperated with Chamber 
efforts to 
attract 
industry 
by 
guaranteeing service to prospects. 
Following Thompson’s presen­ 
tation, the officials agreed that the 
city’s most pressing need is to im­ 
prove transportation. Mayor Norman 
Whitsitt urged the Chamber and the 
school district to help the city in 
lobbying both the national and state 
governments for more road con­ 
struction funds.

Taxpayers who have not 
received a W-2 “Wage and 
Tax Statement,” from each 
of their employers by Jan. 
31, should contact the em­ 
ployers immediately. 
Employers are required to 
supply the forms to all 
employees from whom they 
have withheld Federal in­ 
come and Social Security 
taxes. 
Taxpayers 
must 
attach the Forms W-2 to the 
1040 or 1040A individual 
income tax returns that they 
file. 
If employers have not 
provided the missing W-2 
forms within a reasonable 
period of time from the date 
the taxpayers contacted 
them, the taxpayers should 
then 
call 
the IRS 
for 
assistance. 


Although some of their 
employers may not have 
supplied W-2 forms, tax­ 
payers must still file their 
tax returns on time. Tax­ 
payers who do not have all 
their W-2 forms should 
report all of their income 
and attach a statement 
explaining how they figured 
any tax withheld for which 
they claim credit, but for 
which they have no Form W- 
2. 
Taxpayers who receive a 
Form W-2 after they filed 
their income tax return, and 
find that their estimates of 


income and withholding 
taxes were incorrect, should 
file

Form 
1040X, 
“Amended U.S. Individual 
Income Tax Return,” with 
the IRS Service Center 
where they filed their return. 
The 1040X should include a 
copy of the formerly missing 
Form W-2 plus a check or 
money order, if any ad­ 
ditional tax is due.

Phone System Praised 


‘Superior To Any In The World’ 


Congressman James M. 
Collins of the Texas Third 
District maintains that the 
American telephone system 
is “superior to any in the 
world.” 
“The American telephone 
industry has recently come 
under a great deal of 
scrutiny and some criticism 
here in Congress,” he said. 
“I have yet to read or hear 
anywhere about the virtues 
of our system which make it 
the best in the world. 
“In the United States we 
have 657 telephones per 1000 
Inhabitants,” said Collins. 
“That is more than one 
phone for every two in­ 
dividuals. 
This 
figure 
compares with 594 per 1000 
in Sweden, 350 per 1000 in 
Britain, 217 per 1000 in 
France with 200 per 1000 in 
Greece. 
“A city-to-city comparison

is also interesting,” he 
continued. 
“The town of 
Richardson, in my district, 
has 
69,000 
inhabitants. 
Richardson boasts 65,716 
telephones or a 95-percent 
rate of phone distribution. 
Compare this figure to that 
of Frankfurt, Germany, a 
modem, Western European 
city of almost identical size. 
Frankfurt 
has 
70,000 
inhabitants but only 11,727 
phones. 
Its 
rate 
of 
distribution is only 16 per­ 
cent. 
“ In stallation w aiting 
period is also a factor in 
measuring the quality of 
telephone service,” Collins 
went on to say. 
“The 
average time it takes to have 
a phone installed in the 
United States is less than a 
week and often less than two 
days. It takes a minimum of 
one month in Greece, two 
years in Norway, and from 
18 months to five years in 
France. 
“Rising phone costs have 
caused users to grumble, but 
let’s com pare,” he con­ 
tinued. “In the U.S., with 
established credit, there is 
no deposit on residential 
telephones. Costs vary, but 


the average monthly rate is 
$9-10. In Greece and Italy, it 
costs $140 to have a phone 
installed. In Japan, a $500 
bond must be purchased plus 
the installment fee of $167. In 
France, it is $182 for in­ 
stallation, $8.50 a month and 
nine cents a call,” he pointed 
out. 
Congressman Collins then 
defined the ultimate test of 
phone quality as “telephone 
reliability.” 
“ Our phone system is 
regarded internationally as 
giving excellent service,” he 
said. “ He may not ap­ 
preciate it while he is here, 
but the American traveller 
in England soon discovers 
that 
English 
pay phones 
have 
no 
coin 
return 
mechanism if the party fails 
to answer. He may also 
discover 
that 
about 
50 
percent of English phones 
are out of order at any one 
time. In France, he finds 
that due to obsolete cir­ 
cuitry, he has to dial 20 times 
before 
he 
reaches 
the 
correct party. In Spain, he 
may be unable to hear his 
party at all. 
"That 
is 
telephones 
abroad, and I am proud that

If the person is m arried, 
the expenses may not exceed 
the lesser of the individual’s 
earnings for the year or the 
earnings of the taxpayer’s 
spouse. If one spouse is a 
student or is incapable of 
self-care and so has no 
earned income, he or she is 
treated as having earnings 
of $166 a month, if there is 
one dependent or $333 a 
month 
for two or more 
dependents. This earned 
income limit also applies to 
unmarried taxpayers. 
The credit is available for 
child care payments made 


to a relative providing the 
relative is not one for whom 
the taxpayer may claim a 
dependency exemption and 
the payments received by 
the relative for childcare 
are subject to social security 
taxes. 


The child must receive 
more than one-half the 
support from the parents 
during the calendar year. An 
abandoned spouse is also 
eligible for the credit when 
the deserting spouse is not a 
member of the household for 
the last six months of the tax 
year

DEAR POLLY — Please tell me what to do to keep 
the straws in brooms from bending and breaking. — 
MARGARET. 
DEAR MARGARET - My mother used to always 
soak a new broom in salt water, rinse and hang up to 
dry. A broom should always hang and the bristles should 
never rest on the floor. Dip fiber brooms in clear water 
once a week to prevent curling and breaking. When bad­ 
ly soiled wash in mild lukewarm suds, rinse and hang to 
dry. - POLLY. 


DEAR POLLY — My Pet Peeve that has frustrated me for a 
long time is with manufacturers who make round tablecloths 
to fit 48” round tables, and then make their oval cloths to fit 
only 40” tables. It seems it would sound logical to them that 
when a 48” table has a leaf inserted and is oval, it would still 
be 48” wide. I have found only one cloth the right size and it is 
an ugly coarse textured lace cloth I would be ashamed to put 
on my table. I know lovely ones can be made from sheets and 
trimmed with fringe, but I do not like to sew and have little 
time.

DEAR POLLY — Perhaps others who use bay leaves in 
flour, sugar and so on to control weevils are also irritated as I 
was, by the way tiny pieces broke off and were hard to sift out. 
I thought of wrapping a few leaves in nylon net to make a 
small package, sewn together with thread and then dropped 
into a canister. It works like a charm and lifts out easily when 
the canister has to be refilled. — MRS. F.J.S. 
DEAR POLLY — I am sure those who sew will appreciate 
my easy way to get patterns back into their envelopes. Fold 
each pattern piece small enough to fit inside the folded in­ 
struction sheet and then slip this sheet into the envelope. No 
more torn pieces or envelopes. 
Also, a laundry basket makes a good catch-all to take on 
trips or picnics to hold sweaters, toys, etc. Broken baskets can 
be cut down into boot trays or plant waterers when you must 
go away from home for a short time. — LU. 
DEAR POLLY — The new non-aerosol hair spray bottles 
make fine inexpensive atomizers for misting house plants 
The brand I use comes in a white plastic bottle with blue 
lettering. After removing the lettering with nail polish 
remover and washing the bottle inside and out I applied a 
floral decal to one side. I also pumped soapy and then clear 
water through the spray so as to thoroughly clean it. —
